Cattlem en Ask a Postponem ent of 
the Tim e for E vacnating the 
Cherokee Strip.

1HE NEW YORK STRIKE. 
Further Testimony Taken Before the 
Board ot Arbitration. 
New York, September 3d.—Before the 
State Board of Arbitration to day, General 
Manager Toucev, of the New York Centraf, 
testified that Master Workman Lee before 
the strike alluded to the watering of the 
company’s stock, and intimated that some 
one was making a good deal of money, 
and he and other men ongbt to have some 
of it. Master Mechanic Buchanan testi­ 
fied that he discharged Lee bv the orders 
of Vice-President Webb. He had no per­ 
sonal knowledge of the cause. Of the 
seventy-eight men discharged, he knew the 
causes in the case of two men only—Mal­ 
loy and Conway. Malloy was discharged 
for obtaining a pass under false pretenses, 
Conway for neglect of duty. 
Train-master J. W. Stevens testified that 
he never told any employe that he must 
either leave the Knights of Labor or leave 
the road. 
John Seery. employed under Stevens, 
testfied that Stevens asked him if it were 
true that he had joined the Knights of La­ 
bor. Seery told him it was. Stevens told 
him he had better get out of the Knights 
or it might cost him his Dread and butter. 
WANT TO GO TO WORK. 
B uffalo, September 3d.—The lYews says 
that a large meeting of strikers was held 
at East Buffalo last night and the strike 
was formally declared off. This morning 
the strikers flocked to the East Baílalo 
yards, and dozens asked for reinstatement, 
but they were refused their old positions 
by Mr. Maloney, who said he had strict 
orders not to take any of the men back. 
THE CARPENTERS’ STRIHE. 
Confusion and Chaos Among the Mem­ 
bers of the Council. 
C h icag o , September 3d.—All but 700 of 
the striking carpenters who refused to go 
to work Tuesday morning, are now at 
work. There is confusion aud chaos 
among the members of the Carpenters' 
Council over the action of the Strike Com­ 
mittee in authorizing the return to work of 
carpenters who were receiving 371 cents an 
hour. This action is ciiticised by the 
strikers, who say the committee exceeded 
its authority. President James O’Connell 
of the Carpenters’ Council has resigned be­ 
cause of the discontent of the members of 
that organization. The employers assert 
they have all the men they want. 
The trouble in the union arose from the 
discontent of the radicals with the action 
of the Council allowing the men to go to 
work for such bosses as accepted the union 
conditions. The radidals insisted on an 
all-round strike, while the conservatives, 
who are in the majority, argued that their 
E 
lan was best, and that it coaid be followed 
y a general strike next spring if necessary 
to bring the remaining bosses in line. 
President O’Connell of the Council was 
also President of Union No. 1, and when 
attacked by the radicals last night resigned 
that position, and to-day resigned the Pres­ 
idency of the Council. Notwithstanding 
the fact that Union No. 1 sent new and 
radical delegates into the Council, the con­ 
servative policy was again indorsed this 
afternoon. 
“A DIAMOND WEDDING.” 
Return of a Lady Whose W edding Was 
Made Famous. 
N ew Y o rk , September 3d.—The steam­ 
ship Ynmnr, which arrived yesterday from 
Havana, brought among her passengers 
Mrs. Francis Bartlett von Glumer, at one 
time New York’s leading society belle. She 
is the daughter of the late Washington A. 
Bartlett, ot California, and was educated in 
Europe. To her charm of face and figure 
is added intellectual ability of a high order. 
Thirty years ago she married the wealthy 
Cuban planter, Estevan Santa Cruz de 
Ovideo. The wedding was made famous 
by the diamond gifts of the bridegroom, 
and was celebrated by E. Steadman in his 
poem, “A Diamond Wedding." In Cuba 
the husband died and the widow went to 
Mexico, where she has since been living. 
She is now the wife of Lieufenant-Colonel 
von Glumer, of the Corps of Engineers.

THE CHERWKEE STRIP. 
Cattlemen W ant the Time for Evacuation 
by Them Extended. 
K an sas C ity (Mo.). September 3d.— 
President Edward Hewins of the Cherokee 
Strip Live Stock Association to-day said 
that strenuous efforts are being made to in­ 
fluence the President to extend the time 
set for the evacuation of the Cherokee strip 
by the cattlemen until December 1st. 
If the President’s order goes into effect 
by October 1st it will necessitate during the 
next twenty-seven days the rushing of 
fully a quarter of a million head of cattle 
into the market, which will virtually have 
the effect of running the price of cattle 
down a great deal lower than the market 
has been tor years. 
Mr. Hewins said that every Representa­ 
tive and Senator from Kansas has signed 
the memorial asking for an extension of 
time, which has been presented to Presi­ 
dent Harrison. The Secretary of Agri­ 
culture has also interceded.

Proceedings of the Congress in Session in 
New York. 
N ew Y o rk , September 3d.—The Single 
Tax Convention to-day discussed the ques­ 
tion whether women should be elected 
honorary members. William Lloyd Gar­ 
rison of Boston thought no discrimination 
should be made. Some delegates held it 
was impossible to admit them on the same 
grounds as men. Henry George read the 
platform which had been prepared. The 
main points were that all men were created 
alike, with certain inalienable rights. No 
one shall be permitted to hold property 
without a fair return. There shall be no 
tax on products of labor, and all revenues 
for national, Slate and municipal purposes 
shall be raised by a single tax upon land 
values, irrespective of improvements. The 
platform was loudly applauded. 
The last clause of the platform excited a 
long discussion. It proposed that the tele­ 
graph, railroad, water and ga8 supplies of 
the country should be under the control 
and manipulated by the local, State or 
national Governments, as expediency 
might demand. 
Several proposals were offered, but finally 
withdrawn, and the platform wa3 adopted 
as read by George.____

This 
made the office a very desirable one, as 
the interest has tor a dozen years past 
amounted to between $50,000 and $75,000 
per year. 


The bill filed to-day charges that the de­ 
posits were made by Roesing under an 
agreement with the banks by which he 
was to derive pecuniary profit for himself, 
presumably in the same mauner as that 
mentioned above.

HOMICIDE AND SUICIDE. 
Inquest Held on the Bodies of R. T. 
Carroll and J. M. ( henoweth. 
S an F ran cisco , September 3d.—Coroner 
Eaton and a jury to day held inquests in 
the cases of Richard T. Carroll and John 
M. Chenoweth, the actors in and victims of 
the bloody tragedy of August 28th. 
Carroll’s bookkeeper, J. McDonald, the 
only witness to the murder and suicide, 
testified to the same state of facts which he 
gave the reporters at the time. Numerous 
other witnesses were examined, but no 
new light was thrown on the awful affair. 
The testimony in both the cases was neces­ 
sarily almost identical, and the following 
verdicts were returned by the jury : “We, 
the jury, find that R. T. Carroll, deceased, 
aged 46 years, a native of Australia, came 
to his death in the city and county of San 
Francisco, August 2S, 1890, from a gunshot 
wound of the orain, inflicted by the hand 
of J. M. Chenoweth.” 
Following is the language of the verdict 
in the Chenoweth case: "We, the jury, 
find that J. M. Chenoweth, deceased, aged 
35 years, a native of Illinois, came to his 
death in the city and county of San Fran­ 
cisco, August 28, 1890, from a gunshot 
wound of the brain, inflicted by his own 
hand withsuiftdal intent.” 


MURDEROUS HIGHBINDERS. 
A Circuit Court Decision Causes Fatal 
Shooting. 
S a n J o s e, September 3d.—The decision 
of Judge Sawyer in the suit of the high- 
bindero here against ex-Chief of Police 
Brown, raused great exdtement among 
them last night aDd resulted in murder. 
Porn See, a highbinder, was shot in the 
lung last night under mysterious circum­ 
stances, and be will probably die. It is be­ 
lieved be was shot by fellow highbinders. 
Two Chinamen, who bad assisted the 
police in making raids on decs, were ar­ 
rested by the Sheriff at the instigation of 
the white hirelings of the highbinders. 
Both, however, can prove they were not in 
the vicinity of the shooting, and it is gen­ 
erally believed there is a conspiracy to let 
the murderer escape and prosecute innocent 
men. 
After the shots were fired the police of­ 
ficers saw a Chinaman run down one of the 
alleys and disappear in one of the many 
bouses of ill-fame before he could be over­ 
taken.

A SAILOR’S DEATH. 
Accusation* Against a Captain and Mate 
for Cruel Punishm ent. 
S e a ttle , September 3d.—Arthur Webber, 
a sailor, while blinded by drink, fell from 
the dock Monday morning. He died in 
the Providence Hospital la9t night. Just 
before he died Webber told the nurse that 
he left Liverpool and shipped on the Brit­ 
ish bark Saule. At sea he Buffered the ut­ 
most cruelty. The Captain and Mate, for 
the most trivial offense, would trice him up 
to the rigging and subject him to other 
punishment. When the ship came to Port 
Discovery he made several attempts to de­ 
sert, but each time he was apprehended 
and returned. One night about one week 
ago he let himself down over the iron bul­ 
warks and swam ashore without being de­ 
tected. lie came direct to Seattle, gave his 
name as Thomas Norman and up to the 
time he fell to his death was employed in 
the capacity of a laborer by the Seattle 
Electric Railway Company.

September 3d.—The 
friends of General Barrundia threaten to- 
kill American Minister Mizner and advise 
him to leave the city, bnt the Minister 
shows no disposition to accept their advice. 
There is another version of Mizner’s action 
after the daughter of Barrundia s attempt 
on his life. It is said he ran into the street 
loudly shouting for help. 
m iz n e r r ig h t. 
W ash ing to n. September 3d.— Senators 
Edmunds and Dolph, of the Senate Com­ 
mittee on Foreign Relations, and Repre­ 
sentative Hitt, the Chairman of the Com­ 
mittee on Foreign Affaire of the House, 
assert that the boarding of the steamship 
Acapulco and the arrest of General Bar­ 
rundia was right and proper from a legal 
standpoint, although the Minister, they 
thought, was hardly authorized to inter­ 
fere. They realize, however, that Minister 
Mizner’s position, because of the troubled 
condition of affairs in the five Central 
American Repuhli»», was a very delicate 
one, and it wonld be hard to avoid mis­ 
takes. It is quite certain that the Admin­ 
istration wilt concede that the Guatema­ 
lans had absolute jurisdiction in the prem­ 
ises ; that they had the right to board the 
ship in their own waters and there arrest 
a»y one who had violated their laws. 
REPLY TO MRS. BARRUNDIA S APPEAL. 
W ash ing to n, September 3d. — Acting. 
Secretary Wharton to-day sent the follow­ 
ing telegram to the widow of General Bar­ 
rundia. in reply to her message to the Pres­ 
ident Monday evening: "The President 
desires me to say he has received your tele­ 
gram announcing the death of your hus­ 
band, General Barrundia. While deeply 
sympathizing with you in your affliction, 
he awuits the official details of the occur­ 
rence, which are necessary to determine 
his action in regard thereto. The matter, 
yon may be assured, will receive his most 
careful attention.” 
AMERICAN PORK. 
Minister Phelps Interviewed on the Re­ 
strictions of Germany. 
B erlin, September 3d.—Minister Phelpe 
was interviewed to-day regarding Senator 
Edmunds’ meat inspection bill. He said : 
“Public opinion in Germany is doing the 
work for us as rapidly as we could expect. 
The different German interests are bom­ 
barding Chancellor Von Caprivi 90 hotly 
that we can afford to wait a little. Our 
latest news is the startling appeal of the 
municipal authorities of Berlin just ad­ 
dressed to the Chancellor. 
"From April, 1889 to April, 1890, the 
city of Berlin made a gain in population of 
60.000. According to the normal rate of 
consumption, tbi9 increase in popnlation 
should cause an increase of 20,000 head in 
the importation of swine, but instead of 
that the imports have decreased by 25 000, 
a loss to the Berlin consumption of 45,000 
a year. 
Matters have not improved 
since the Chancellor has withdrawn the 
edict excluding Austrian pigs, and now 
only Russia and America suffer from this 
unjust restriction. 
"I expect the prohibition against Rus3if.n 
swine will soon De removed, and then our 
turn will come. In the meantime I am 
not a bit discouraged.” 
The Austrian fia v li. 
Vienna, September 3d.—The Moldian 
river has flooded a portion ol Prague, and 
done much damage to the contitry between 
Bocbmer and Maid. Many villages in the 
Danube valley are partially submerged. 
Several dams are in a precarious condi­ 
tion, and the people in their vicinity are 
panic-stricken. 
Many casualties are re­ 
ported. 
Nineteen persons have been 
drowned at Prague. The waters are rising 
everywhere. 
At Prague the wildest excitement pre­ 
vails. Great damage will be done during 
the day. A pontoon on which were thirty- 
five prisoners, two commission*»! officers 
and a corporal was capsized, and only the 
officers and six men were saved. All the 
houses at Budweis are flooded. 
Battle of Sedan. 
B e rlin , September 3d.—The anniversary 
of the battle of Serian, which resulted in 
the surrender of Napoleon III. and his 
army of 90,000 men to the Pru.-sians in 
1870, was celebrated throughout Germany 
yesterday in the usual manner. On the 
part of the German press a new note was 
struck. The celebration was the first since 
the resignation of Bismarck, and all the 
newspapers, even those that formerly were 
his bitterest enemies, joined in an unani­ 
mous chorus of praise of the retirid states­ 
man. 
An Act of Discourtesy. 
Rom e, September 3d.—A painful im­ 
pression has been created here by the tact 
that the officers of the Austrian man-of- 
war Minerva sought an audience with the 
Pope before officially caliins upon the 
Ministry. The newspapers of this city de­ 
nounce the action, and declare it was a 
significant act of discourtesy to the Italian 
Government. 
American Forestry Congress. 
Quebec. September 3d—At a meeting of 
the L’ODgress of the American Forestry As- 
ciation ihe inauguration speech was de­ 
livered by Lieutenant-Governor Anger, 
who welcomed the American members to 
the city. He dwelt upon the enormous 
raids made on the Canadian forests during 
the past few years. 
Coal Miners on a Strike. 
A u c k lan d , September 3d.—The colliers 
ir. Waikato District have gone out on a 
strike. At SydDey the strike movement is 
extending. In the Wallougong District 
the miners have struck, and it is probable 
that all the Broken Hill mines will be 
closed by Saturday next. 
Strike in Panam a. 
Panama, September 3d.—The Pariama 
Railway strike continues, and there has 
been some disorder. Troops have been 
sent to Colon. The steamers will probably 
be detained on both sides of the isthmus. 
Brazilian Finance*. 
Rio Janeiro, September 3d.—A decree 
just issued grants a Government guarantee 
of State loans amounting to the sum of 
50.000.0CO mrireis. The financial needs of 
mosi of the States is declared to be urgent.

City of Caracas, September 3d.—The 
President of Venezuela has iseueil a decree 
banishing several editors who bad been ad­ 
judged as having libeled him and the pub­ 
lic functionaries.

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M U N IC IPAL GOVERNM ENT. 


M unicipal government is the most diffi­ 
c u lt problem with which we have to deal. 
M unicipal indebtedness exceeds any other 
debt aggregates. 
M unicipal extravagance 
and waste are the crying shames of the 
day. 
It costs more of trouble, annoyance, 
litigation and political friction to govern 
an American city than it does to conduct 
th e adm inistration of national affairs. 
The reasons for these things are few and 
plain. 
Most city rulers view a municipal­ 
ity as something to be plucked. 
Most 
c ity legislation is open to the sospiciqn of 
▼enality as its genesis. 
Municipal office is 
looked upon as a means of political re­ 
ward rather than as a trust calling for 
especial fitness and trustworthiness. 
Mu­ 
nicipal legislative bodies are responsible 
to no one, and thus become the ready 
tools of the corrupt. 
These are the chief reasons, not at­ 
taching to all, but to seven out of ten, that 
m ake municipal government in the United 
S tates a shame. 
As a rule the well-gov­ 
erned cities in the U nited States are the 
most cheaply administered. 
W here econ­ 
omy prevails there is meager picking for 
the jackals; but where there is great 
expenditure there is great stealing. 
One 
o f the most flagrant forms which this 
pilfering takes is the assessment by the 
local boss of a percentage upon the price 
bid upon all those who supply a city with 
goods needed in her departments. 
Thus, the Fire Departm ent is made the 
means of contributing so much per foot of 
blood-monev upou the hose purchase, and 
the shaving is charged to the people 
in the 
end. 
T hat is to say if the 
X X Z hose can be furnished to a city at a 
given figure and pay a tribute to the boss 
c f ten cents a foot for exclusion of the ZZX 
Lose, the city is compelled to pay just ten 
cents more than it should. 
And in a city 
not a thousand miles distant this identical 
transaction took place not long ago. 
Th e 
ZZX hose was excluded by instructions 
given by the “boss” of the city to the pipe- 
men when the hose was used to close the noz- 
r ’es without notifying the engines to cease 
playing, and as a m atter of course the hose 
burst, was pronounced worthless and re­ 
jected. 
T he same venality runs through the 
furnishing of supplies for hospitals, pris­ 
ons, offices, machine work, etc., in most 
cities. 
In nearly every case some one 
m ust be “seen,” a percentage must be 
shaved, and venal officials fattened, be­ 
fore public business can he transacted. 
It 
has been said that it oost the surface roads 
of New York city more money disbursed 
in bribery to secure the franchises than to 
construct and stock the routes, and i t is 
not probable thas there is much, if any, 
exaggeration in the charge. 
It is known 
th a t in the city of San Francisco tribute 
paying in one form or another to the local 
boss is the rule in the city departments, 
and that not even in the city school de­ 
partm ent is there freedom from it. 
So 
open and unabashed is venality in th at 
city, that the price is practically listed 
upon the market place for which special 
legislation can be had, and other municipal 
favors won. 
Y et San Francisco is not a 
specially "awful example;” there are scores 
o f cities where the interm arriage of politics 
and municipal government resuits in the 
sam e kind of malformed issue, and it does 


HOt appear to be necessary th at there shall 
be dense population to breed these evils. 
Sm all cities, on the contrary, are very 
often quite as ill-governed as their large 
sisters. 


M r. J . De Perry Davis, writing in the 
Art'na of municipal government as the 
foulest blot upon our political system, sug­ 
gests a remedy. 
His idea is to give the 
M ayor of a city all the jiowers now pos­ 
sessed by councils, but guarded and con­ 
trolled by the Swiss referendum system. 
U nder that system all laws would he sub­ 
m itted to a popular vote on the demaud 
being made by about 30 per cent, of the 
electors. 
H is claim is that almost all the 
w ork done by the city councils is routine 
work that can be better done by one than 
several men. 
In other words, he would do as the 
i ¡rectorales of great industries do, com­ 
m it the conduct of their business to a gen­ 
eral manager, holding him directly respon­ 
sible to them. 
W here there is undivided 
responsibility, there is more probability of 
honesty of administration, and it is for 
th a t reason that great railway corporations 
transfer their routine business to the judg­ 
m ent of a single head whenever there is 
anything of unusual importance to be done, 
however :he manager's views are approved 
or overruled by the Directorate. 
T he idea o r Mr. Davis is not new. 
It 
has frequently been advanced and a few 
cases have been put into practice. 
The 
theory is th at while the plan creates a one 
m an power, it results in the people choos­ 
ing municipal executives in whom they 
■can trust, and the responsibility of the 
M ayor to the people is such as to make 
iiim extremely circumspect and careful. 
There are, like most questions, two sides 
to this one, and while it is not probable 
th a t municipal government could be any 
w use than it now is in the United States, 
we do not believe that the people are dis­ 
p os'd to adopt so radical a view as that 
reflected in Mr. Davis’ pajier. 
But if city 
officers and boards were chosen upon the 
tbusiness plan—selected as the commercial 
house chooses its employes, and the Mayor 
w ere given over all of these as absolute 
control as the general manager of a great 
business has over subordinates—we believe 
th a t most of the scandals now attaching to 
c itv government would disappear. 
Of course, such reform means divorce­ 
m ent of politics from municipal trusts. 


Under that system the political parties 
must either withdraw or be driven from 
municipal nominations. 
Such a plan does 
not consider at all the political faith of a 
city employe, but 
his trustworthiness, 
capacity and ability to do the very best 
w ith his trust that possibly can be done 
for his employer. 
Of course, such a public 
condition is id eal; between it and realiza­ 
tion there is an immense gulf, but not 
wider nor deeper than others which have 
confronted the American people, and have 
been successfully crossed. 
I t is scarcely possible, with the public­ 
ity which the press gives to official corrup­ 
tion, with the growth of such a spirit as is 
demanding and securing the reform ballot 
system, 
th e evils of 
municipal 
gov­ 
ernment 
will 
escape 
effective assault. 
The time must come when the danger that 
resides in divided authority and the ills 
born of political manipulation of the mere 
routine of lighting, grading, draining, 
cleaning and protecting a city will be 
overcome and removed. 
I t is impossible 
to conceive of progress in all other direc­ 
tions and inertness in this. 


PLACER COURT! PRODUCTS. 


T h e attem pt of B arrundia’s daughter to 
assassinate the American 
M inister 
at 
Guatem ala was, of course, the desperate 
freak of a crazed woman, and the local 
Government will not, probably, be called 
upon to more than explain the matter. 
But if, as now reported, the position of the 
M inister is one of siege and his life is in 
danger from the assaults of Barrundia’s 
adherents, our Government will unques­ 
tionably» take vigorous action to insure his 
safety. 
There is no question whatever 
that his recognition of the right of the 
authorities to seize B arrundia was justified 
by the law, and it certainly is sustained by 
reason. 
W hether he was too solicitous in 
his directions to the Captain of the Aca­ 
pulco ; w hether he was too ready to aid 
the local authorities, are not questions 
now involved. 
H is recognition of the 
Guatem alan claim was lawful and in line 
with the practice of the age. 
For th at he 
must be sustained and his person, as the 
U nited States’ representative, be preserved 
from indignity and assault. 


T h e Superintendent of the Census is 
sending out his bulletins of the census re. 
turns as rapidly as the aggregates in any 
departm ent 
are 
obtained. 
From the 
“Rapid Transit in Cities” bulletin of A u­ 
gust 23d, just received at this office, we 
ascertain the increase in street railways 
and street railway traffic between 18S0and 
1890 were phenomenal. 
The mileage of 
street railways in the United States has 
reached the large figure of 3,1-50.93 in 
fifty-six principal cities of the Union, the 
gain being 801 per cent. 
W hile in 1880 
there was not in operation a single foot of 
electrical street railway, in 1889 there was 
in operation nearly 201 miles of that class, 
or six miles more than of cable roads- 
Yet we know of at least twenty cities with 
electrical roads that are not included in 
Mr. Porter’s “Bulletin.” 
These facts we 
commend w ith profound respect to the 
solid two of the Board of City Trustees. 


T h e city of Boston, the modern Athens> 
lias 49.71 miles of electrical railway, three- 
fourths of it operated by the overhead 
system. Omaha has 23.73; Pittsburg, 20:30; 
St. Joseph, Mo., 17.19; Scranton, Pa., 23.82; 
Cleveland, 17.82; Detroit, 12.30; N ash­ 
ville, 15; Omaha, 23.19; Richmond, Va., 
8.92; Cincinnati, 9.50; Albany, N. Y., 7.25; 
Kansas City, 7.59; and so on through a 
long list. 
But Sacramento has not a rod 
of electrical road, and is not likely to get 
any such line, because Ywo of the City 
Trustees can give no reason for voting no, 
and have no stated reason for refusing to 
vote aye.-

He went to a job-printer’sofficeyesterday 
and had a wagon-load of circus posters 
struck, announcing in lurid letters, that "in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 
1094 of the Political Code, au order of the 
Board of Simervisors of Sacramento county 
was duly made and entered of record of 
June 16.1890, ordering a new and complete 
registration of the voters thereof, who are 
entitled thereto, and who apply with the 
proper proof; snch registration to com­ 
mence one 
hundred days 
before the 
next 
ensuing 
general 
election, 
aDd 
shall 
continue 
for 
eighty-five 
days 
thence next ensuing, when such registra­ 
tion shall cease, by reason of which all 
names on the former Great Register thereby 
are caucelled; and all persons desiring to 
vote at the uext ensuing geceral election 
are notified that they will have to be re­ 
registered as provided in said section and 
in conformity with said order.” 
These posters Mr. Hamilton intends to 
have pasted on every dead wall and fence 
in the county where a "beware of-the-dog" 
sign exists not. 
The attention of voters should be espe­ 
cially called to the fact that 110 name can 
be transferred from the last Great Register 
to the new one, and that each voter must 
make personal application, either to the 
County Clerk or the County Assessor, or 
their deputies. The registration of voters 
for the next general ejection must close 
fifteen days prior to November 4th, in ac­ 
cordance with the provisions of the stat­ 
utes. 
Therefore every voter should be 
! careful not to put oil registration too long.

NOW BEING

AT THE AUBURN FAIR. 


T he W on d erful F e rtility o f th e F o o th ill 


S ection —An E xh ib ition o f 


G reat M erit. 


The delightful town of Auburn, which 
has the additional distinction of being the 
connty seat of Placer, is jnst now reveling 
in the joys of a connty fair. The exhibi­ 
tion opened on Tuesday, and wiil conclude 
to-morrow n ig h ts A R e c o rd -U n io n re­ 
porter paid a v isiR o Auburn yesterday to 
see what the good people of Placer county 
had done in the way of making an exhibit 
ot the products of their industry, and 
found more to admire than is usually seen 
at a county fair. 
The exhibition is being held in the new 
combination Pavilion and Opera House, on 
Railroad street, about midway between the 
depot and the lower end of the town, and 
which is convenient to all portions. The 
building is 149x115 feet, and when com­ 
pleted will be a notable architectural fea­ 
ture of the place. The pavilion occupies 
about one-half the building, the remainder 
not being completed. W hen finished it 
will be supplied with all the conveniences 
and paraphernalia of a first-class theater. 
The stage itself will be about forty feet 
from front to rear, and equally as wide, 
which will make it one of the largest on 
the coast. 
T h e buildiD g is arra n g ed w ith galleries 
above th e stage, w hich are u tilized by th e 
A g ricu ltu ral S ociety for an a rt g allery an d 
for ex h ib its of lad ies' h an d iw o rk . 
T h ere 
a re in can d escen t electric lig h ts th ro u g h o u t 
th e b u ild in g , w hich gives a m e tio p o lita n 
a ir to th e e x h ib itio n . 
The main floor of the Pavilion presents 
a beautiful sight to the visitor, and he 
who would not be impressed with the dis­ 
play so tastefully arranged would be diffi­ 
cult to please. There is variety enough in 
this exhibit of the products and industries 
of Placer county alone to do credit to an 
entire State. The fruits and vegetables 
shown cannot be excelled by any county 
or State in the Union. 


WHAT THE SOIL PRODUCES. 
From mam moth squashes to clusters of 
oranges, there is shown almost every vari­ 
ety of fruit and vegetable. And,*what is 
more, single individual exhibits will be 
found to embrace almost the entire range 
of products. Side by side with the most 
luscious grapes, and grown upon the same 
farms, are found red-ripe 
strawberries, 
peaches as large as summer squashes and 
weighing 
tw eD ty ounces 
each, 
apples 
almost as large- as footballs, plums of many 
varieties, pears, quinces, figs (white and 
black), pomegranates, 
nectarines, 
half­ 
grown oranges as big as ordinary apples, 
lemons, squashes, melons, beans (many 
varieties), green corn on stalks, fifteen 
feet high, hops, tomatoes, sweet potatoes— 
indeed, almost everything that can be 
grown at this season of the year north of 
Central America. 
A. F. Boerdman & Co. exhibit one of their 
sm aller banana trees. 
It is upward of ten 
feet in hight, and was grown in the open 
air. This tree forms the center of a beauti­ 
ful pyramid of flowers and plants. 
E. L Hawk shows sixteen varieties of 
grapes from his famous “OraDge” vineyard 
east of Rocklin, as well as many other va­ 
rieties of iruits. and some vegetables. 
The display of dried and preserved fruits, 
berries, jellies, etc., is also varied. 
And the flowers—they are everywhere in 
profusion, and the fragrance of the tube­ 
rose and other plants throughout the hall 
give evidence that the ladies of Auburn 
have had no little hand in arranging the 
display. 
OTHER INDUSTRIES. 
Placer county is not only one of the fore­ 
most fruit-producing sections of the State, 
but it is rich also in minerals. One gentle­ 
man, Alexander Keller, of Auburn, shows 
a large and varied collection of ores and 
miueralogical specimens. It includes up­ 
ward of 300 different varieties, and would 
be a valuable adjunct to any museum’s 
cabinet. 
The granite industry is represented by 
several large nrns, a clock and other de­ 
signs. These are partly polished and in­ 
clude samples of a comparatively new 
variety of that stone, found near the Pen- 
ryn quarries. This granite, in the rough, is 
much darker than the ordinary quality, 
and when highly polished becomes almost 
jet black. 
It is a beautiful stone for orna­ 
mental purposes. 
The merchants of Auburn have shown 
commendable enterprise, also, in making 
exhibits of their wares. There are hand­ 
somely arranged booths in which hard­ 
ware, dry goods, boots and shoes, harness 
and saddlery goods, furniture, cigar m ak­ 
ing, e tc , are shown. 
Another booth is maintained by the 
W omen’s Christian Temperance Union, 
where temperance publications are dis­ 
tributed to visitors. 
One of the largest individual exhibits of 
fruit is made by Geoige D. Kellogg of New­ 
castle. whose display forms a handsome 
pyramid near the center of the hall. 
The Clipper Gap Box Factory, which is 
an im portant industry of the county, is 
represented by a variety of fruit boxes and 
baskets. 
SOME LEAPING EXHIBITORS. 
Among the more prominent exhibitors 
of fruit are: J. K. Correa of Newcastle. 
Mrs. G. T. Halsey of Auburn. Truman 
Ackerman of Auburn, Mrs. W. B. Lardner 
of Auburn (preserved and jellied fruits), C. 
T. Adams of Newcastle, Win. Benjamin of 
Colfax, A. G. Whaley of Mount Pleasant, 
J. P. ArniBs & Bro. of Newcastle, E L. 
Hawk of Rocklin, and Joseph Burtscher, 
J. May and H. B. Gaylord of Auburn, G. 
W. Threckel and others. 
The walls of the gallery are covered with 
paintings and drawings, the latter by the 
pupils of Miss W illett's art school, as well 
as those of the pnblic schools. 
Many of 
the specimens shown give evidence of un­ 
usual talent in that direction. 


THE ART DEPARTMENT. 
The oil paintings by Miss Susan Gordon 
and Mrs. Jessie Flournoy are features of 
that department. 
W ith 'the exception of 
two crayon portraits from Sacramento, all 
these exhibits are the work of local ama­ 
teur artists, and speak volumes for the 
taste and culture of the gocd people of 
Placer county. 
Another department of the gallery, pre­ 
sided over by Miss Chamberlain, contains 
sn endless variety of fancy-work exhibited 
by the ladies of the county. One of the 
novelties of this collection of beautifnl 
specimens of handiwork is a wreath repre­ 
senting various bright-hued flowers, and all 
made entirely of colored fish-scales. It has 
the appearance of a high quality of wax­ 
work. 
AGRICULTURAL ELOQUENCE. 
On the opening night of the fair an ad­ 
dress was delivered by General Jo H am il­ 
ton. Judge Blanchard, of El Dorado, de­ 
livered an address last night, and the Di­ 
rectors of the Society are expecting Wm. 
H Mills np this evening to see the fair, 
and also address the people. 


A SEW DEPARTURE. 
This year's fair is chiefly confined to an 
exhibition of the products of the soil. 
"Agricultural hoss trots.” as Sut. Lovegood 
used to call them, are dispensed with, as a 
feature, by way of experiment, although 
there was a raca in progress yesterday af­ 
ternoon at the stock grounds, and it was a 
noticeable fact that the Pavilion was de­ 
serted while it was going on. The display 
of livestock is creditable to the farmers of 
the county.

THE TOWN ITSELF. 
Auburn is not only a pleasant and pic­ 
turesque town, but is growing more and 
more go every > car. It is one of the few 
interior towns that are sought by city 
people for both sum mer and winter resi­ 
dence. Aside from the large num ber of 
visitors drawn thither by tbe attractions of 
the fair cow in progress, there are at least 
100 persons in the place whose homes are 
in San Francisco. Oakland and other cities 
about ;be bav. The six hotels are ull filled 
and many visitors are boarding in private 
families. 
Not a few San Franciscans have within 
the last year or two purchased property 
and bailt themselves pretty and com­ 
fortable homes there, while the older resi­ 
dents are "brushing up” and improving 
their property generally. 
New cottages 
and business 'houses are goiDg up in all 
directions, and many other im portant im ­ 
provements are in contemplation. The 
Odd Fellows, for instance, will shortly 
build a fine structure near the Catholic 
Church. 


A few years ago there were not many I 
houses of any kind between the depot and 
the old town, a mile away down the ra­ 
vine. Now there is almost a continuous 
line o f residences and stores aloDg the main 
thoroughfare. 
Auburn has a splendid water system, 
snpplied by the South Yuba Canal Com­ 
pany, which has succeeded to the Birdsall 
water power property. This system also 
serves as a protection against tire, and the 
place has two well-equipped hose com­ 
panies, one at the npper and the other at 
the lower end of the town. 
To the east and overlooking the pretty 
village nestling between the hills, are the 
imposing residences of Colonel E. R. H am ­ 
ilton of this city and others, with their 
beautifnl grounds, conservatories, green 
lawns and other charm ing surroundings. 
The sides and sum m it of this high hill are 
being rapidly transformed into a vast and 
beautifnl garden, and when the improve­ 
ments now in progress shall be completed 
it will be one of the most picturesque spots 
in a State noted for its beauty spots. 
For miles about Auburn in all directions, 
and especially in the vicinity of Newcastle, 
Penryu, Loomis, Rocklin, and all tbe way 
down the foothills to the valley, the coun­ 
try is being rapidly transformed into fruit 
orchards, which already form the chief 
wealth of the Placer foothill section. There 
is a future of great promise in store for it. 


FREIGHT MOVEMENTS. 


H eavy D em an d on th e S outhern P acific 
C om pany for Cars. 
The Southern Pacific Company isjn st 
now feeling a pressure on its freight trans­ 
portation facilities that it has never felt be­ 
fore. Every available car is pressed into 
service and is used so as to get the greatest 
am ouat of service from it. The operating 
department is seeing to it that cars are re­ 
turned from other liD es as promptly as 
possible and fruit cars are constantly bring 
hauled back empty from the East to sup­ 
ply the demand here. 
W ith all this sev­ 
eral thousand more cars could be put to use 
if the company had them. 
All this is be­ 
cause tbe aggregate freight business of the 
Slate at the present time exceeds that ot 
any former year. It is also a result of the 
fact that the principal products ot Califor­ 
nia all move at about the same time. 
From tbe first of August to the beginning 
of the rainy season the grain, fruits, hops, 
raisins and other produc's of tbe State are 
in movement, and the present activity will 
increase rather than dim inish up to the be­ 
ginning of the rains. 
There has been a heavy wheat crop in 
the 8an Joaquin valley, as well as in other 
parts of the State, and interior shippers are 
clamoring for cars, which they cannot get. 
If the company should provide more grain 
cars it would not help matters, however, 
for it is now taking grain to Port Costa 
faster than it can be handled there. The 
capacity of the warehouses and other facili­ 
ties at Port Costa, where most of the g-ain 
of the State is sent, is about 150 carloads a 
day. This am ount is now being handled 
daily, and 400 carloads are kept waiting on 
sidetracks. 
Car Service Agent Richardson 
says that if all the cars wanted by shippers 
were supplied the only result would be a 
blockade of cars for ten miles on both 
sides of Port Costa. 
The unprecedented fruit shipments of the 
present season have created the greatest 
pressure. There are 1,316 cars built ex­ 
pressly for fruit transportation now en­ 
gaged in carrying California fruits to tbe 
Eastern markets, besides other cars pressed 
into the service. Of these 284 are refriger­ 
ator cars belonging to the California Fruit 
Transportation Company of Chicago. There 
are 125 refrigerator cars belonging to other 
companies. These refrigerator cars arernn 
on fast freight time. The Southern Pacific 
Company owns no refrigerator fruit cars, 
but has 015 ventilated cars in use, with 
about 300 sim ilar cars belonging to the 
Union Pacific. 
Fruits shipped in these 
cars are sent through on passenger train 
time. On Saturday night a whole fruit 
train started East from Sacramento, run­ 
ning as the second section of the regular 
aecond-class passenger train. Over twenty 
carloads are sent East from Sacramento 
daily. These 1,300 cars fail to meet the 
demand, aDd tbe shipments would be still 
greater if cars were plenty. In order to 
keep pace with the great demand most of 
the fruit cars are being rushed back empty, 
an unusual thing in railroad operation. 
The Southern Pacific Company has about 
20,000 freight cars, of which 14,500 belong 
to the Pacific system. This is an abundant 
supply for nine m onths in the year, and 
more are not built for the reason that sev­ 
eral thousand cars would stand rustiDg 
most of the year. The company does not 
expect that the demand for cars will be so 
large next year.

THE ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 


A LAWYER'S d efen se of a senseless 
FBOPOSITION. 


W here His “ M otives of Personal Gain ” 
Came In—M eeting of Citizens 
Called for To-Night. 


Attorney George A. Blanchard rushed 
into print last evening in defense of the 
senseless amendment proposed by Trastee 
McLaughlin on Monday to the franchise of 
the Central Street Railway Company. He 
starts ont upon his lengthy defense of this 
ridiculous amendment by admitting that 
“the ordinance granting permission to the 
Central Street Railway corporation to put 
up poles and wires in the streets for the 
‘overhead’ system is a reasonable and 
proper one,” and then goes on to defend 
Trustee McLaughlin and incidentally him­ 
self, for introducing an amendment which 
they must have known would defeat the 
granting of this reasonable and proper 
franchise?- Mr. Blanchard then says: 
The ordinance, which was prepared at the 
request of the Mayor and Second Trustee, has 
not been published, nor have the one or two 
newspaper gentlemen, who have so freely de­ 
nounced the so-called objectionable portion, 
taken the pains to tell the people what it is or 
why the reservation of the right to order the 
wires and poles taken down—if they should 
hereafter be found to be unsafe or dangerous to 
lile or street travel- is unreasonable or unfair. 
Every reader of either one of the daily 
papers knows this statement to be false, 
for while neither of them cared to waste 
valuable space in printing a lot of sense­ 
less rubbish, both papers have "taken the 
pains to tell the people what it is and why 
it was unreasonable and unfair.’’ But, 
since Mr. Blanchard would like the people 
to know just the language used in his won­ 
derful production, we will print so much 
of it as was objectionable to Mr. Henry, 
and ask any man with an ounce of brains 
if he would not have refused to agree to it 
aB promptly as that gentleman did. Here 
is the little joker under which the Central 
Street Railway Company might be deprived 
of its property at the whim of two Trus­ 
tees, whose late actions have not been such 
as to warrant any discreet man in placing 
himself and kis property entirely in their 
power: 
"The Board of Trustees of the city of 
Sacramento shall have the right to annul, 
amend or alter, either in whole or in part, 
this ordinance, and the terms and con­ 
ditions upon which permission is hereby 
granted to said railroad company to put up 
said poles and wires; and also the right to 
order the same or any part of the same to 
be taken down and removed from the 
street or streets in which they may be placed, 
and the street or streets through which 
they were placed to be put in the same 
condition in which they now are; the same 
to be done at the expense of said company, 
under the superintendence of the Street 
Commissioner; and in case the same is not 
done by the company within the time 
limited therefor, then the Board of Trustees 
of said city may cause the same to be done, 
and the expense thereof shall be paid by 
said company, and the city shall have a 
lien npon said street railroad within its 
limits for such payment. 
"Said Board of Trustees shall give at 
least ninety days’ notice to said company 
of any intention to alter, annual or amend 
the terms and conditions of the permission 
hereby grauted. or of their intention to re­ 
quire the said poles and wires to be taken 
down and removed from the streets, and 
whenever said terms and conditions shall 
be altered, amended or annulled or said 
company shall be required to remove its 
poles and wires it shall have at least the 
period of ninety days from the passage of 
the order making such alterations or re­ 
quirements to comply with the same.” 
Now let the reader refer to the above 
quotation from Mr. Blauchard’s card and 
see the unfairness, not to say dishonesty, 
displayed, when he leads the reader to be­ 
lieve that the proposed amendment pro­ 
vide that the wires and poles coaid be 
ordered taken down only "if they 
should hereafter be found to • be un­ 
safe nr dangerous to life or street 
travel.” 
The 
amendment 
contains 
no such provision. It gives the majority 
of the Board of Trustees, without any 
cause whatever and at their own 9weet 
pleasure, power to arbitrarily take away the 
franchise and compel the company to take 
down its poles and wires at its own ex­ 
pense. Was ever before such a monstrous 
proposition proposed to a body of men 
supposed to have ordinary, common sense? 
It is entirely logical and reasonable to con­ 
clude that when Mr. Blanchard stated in 
his card that the poles should be removed 
for certain causes, he intended, and so im­ 
pressed his readers, to have them under­ 
stand that such proviso was in the ordi­ 
nance, which we have shown to be untrue. 
Up to this time the press has been disin­ 
clined to reveal the authorship of this re­ 
markable amendment, out of regard for 
the honorable profession to which its au­ 
thor belongs and the high judicial position 
he once held, but since Mr. Blanchard has 
himself made the humiliating confession 
of its authorship the public will excuse the 
press for the charity it has exerc sed here­ 
tofore towards him. 
But Mr. Blanchard is not satisfied with 
defending Trustees McLaughlin and Wolf 
and his ridiculous amendment, but must 
needs throw m u a t those who have hon­ 
estly and fairly criticised it. He says that 
"there is more reaaon to believe that those 
who have raised such a hue and cry about 
nothing do so from motives of personal 
gain.” Now let us see if there is not at 
least one person who may have been actu­ 
ated in this matter by "motives of personal 
gain,” and who that person is. One week 
ago last Monday, when the original amend­ 
ment was betor'c the Board, Mr. Blanchard 
appeared, presumably at the request of 
some member of the Board, and was asked 
what tie thought of the amendment as it 
stood. He found various objections to it, 
and said that while he was not seeking the 
job, yet he believed he could draw an or­ 
dinance tnat would be good, if he had time 
to study the question, but iranklv admitted 
that he" knew nothing 8bout electric rail­ 
way franchises. Just before the matter 
was taken up by ttie Board on Monday 
last Mr. Blanchard appeared before the 
Board and presented a bill for $25 for draw­ 
ing up this wonderful amendment now 
under discnssion, and which at that time 
had not yet been drawn from Mr. Mc­ 
Laughlin’s pocket and presented to the 
Board. The item of $25 for this amend­ 
ment was included in a bill for $80 for 
other legal services, and when the Mayor, 
in glancing over the bill, came to tint item 
be said he thought it ought to lay over for 
further consideration, as no such amend­ 
ment had yet been presented. So it ap­ 
pears that Mr. Blanchard was not sllowing 
any grass to grow under his feet in getting 
his personal gam” out of the transaction. 
Yesterday afternoon President P. E. 
Platt, C. H. Hubbard. T.‘ Enwright and I). 
A. Lindley, members of a committee ap­ 
pointed bv the Board of Trade to wait upon 
the Trustees and urge them to grant the 
privilege of erecting poles ss required by 
the Central Street Railway Company, 
waited upon Trustee McLaughlin and in 
a courteous manner asked him what be in­ 
tended to do in the matter. He replied: 
‘‘You’ll know what I am going to do when 
the matter comes up before the Board next 
Monday.” When asked if that was all the 
sansiaotion be would give the committee, 
he replied, “That’s all. 
The committee then waited on Trustee 
Wott. and atthongb that gentleman stated 
that he considered the amendment offered 
by Trustee McLaughlin to be “foolish," he 
would not give the committee any informa­ 
tion whatever as to the course be intended 
to pursue. 
Of course the committee, 
representing as it did the entire commer­ 
cial interests of the city, retired in disgust. 
The Board of Trade has called a meet­ 
ing for to-night at which citizens generally 
are invited to be present and express their 
views upon the question. The meeting is 
called for the Board of Trade rooms, but it 
is doubtful whether they will be large 
enough to hold all the indignant citizens 
wbo will attend, and it may be necessary 
to adjourn to a larger room. This matter 
is one of the highest importance to this 
city, and the citizens shoula turn ont 
in a tf f to-night and give voice to their senti­ 
ments. There is still time for the Trustees 
to come to their senses and pass the neces­ 
sary amendment, as it has been discovered 
that Mr. Henry s contract with the Central 
Street-Railwt^ Company does not expire 
until the 11th inst, which will be Thursday 
of next week. The Board will probably 
meet on Wednesday next, as Monday and 
Tuesday are legal holidays.

The Admission Day Celebration Com­ 
mittee of the local Native Sons has com­ 
pleted the arrangements for joining in the 
festivities at San Francisco on the 9th, aDd 
Chairman W . W. Greer has sent copies of 
the programme to all of the local parlors. 
It has been decided that all parlors in 
Sacramento county attend the celebration 
and parade in a body. 
All parlors are requested to meet at the 
depot at 2:30 o’clock p. m , Sunday, Septem­ 
ber 7th, to take the 3:05 p. m. train for 
San Francisco.

The Boards of Supervisors of Sacramento, 
Yuba, Sutter, Colusa and Yolo connties 
held a conference yesterday afternoon at 
Woodland, for the purpose of forming an 
association to inaugurate a vigorous cam­ 
paign against the hydraulic miners, the 
expense of the undertaking to be borne by 
the five counties jointly. The conference 
was held in the Hall of Records in the of­ 
fice of the Yolo County Supervisors, and 
there were present the following officials: 
Supervisors Tebbets, Ross, Greer, Bates 
and Black, of Sacramento county; Han- 
numv, Kernan, O’Hara and Zumalt, of 
Colusa; Bradley, of Yuba; L. P. Farmer, of 
Sutter; Snyder, Guthrie, Y’orke, Schurley 
and Clark, of Yolo; George Ohleyer, Mana­ 
ger of the Anti-Debris Association, and 
G. W. Hutchins and T. B. Hall, of Sutter 
county, Directors of the Anti-Debris Asso­ 
ciation. Before the conference it was un­ 
derstood that Sutter, Yuba and Sacramento 
were favorable to the project, but Colusa 
and Yolo were doubtful. 
. 
The conference was opened by an address 
from Supervisor Tebbets of Sacramento, who 
stated the reason for which the meeting of 
the several Boards had been called. The 
intention, he said, was to form an Anti­ 
Debris Association to be controlled by Sac­ 
ramento, Sutter, Yaba, Colusa and Yolo 
counties, and that the sole endeavor of the 
Association was to be the suppression of 
hydraulic mining. Mr. Tebbets then re­ 
cited what Sacramento county had done in 
the past and also the efforts pat forth by 
Sutter and Yuba counties. The proposi­ 
tion now was to have each connty send a 
delrgate to the Anti-Debris Association 
and that the expense of arresting and prose­ 
cuting the miners be borne equally by each 
county. 
Mr. Hutchins of Yuba county was pres­ 
ent to represent the Anti-Defris Associa­ 
tion which was already formed, and he 
made a very pointed address. He com­ 
pared the rivers to a line of sluice-boxes 
and contended that unless a man was kept 
at the end the boxes would eventually fill 
up. The Feather river had been so in­ 
jured by hydraulic mining that it ran up 
stream for several miles at times. The 
Anti-Debris Association had fought the 
miners for fifteen years and he believed 
had fought them successfully, having 
stopped work on many of the mines. The 
spies sent ont by the Association had 
caught the North Bloomfield mine run­ 
ning several times, bat so infrequently 
that the owners were able to stand a fine 
of $500 once in a while for contempt of 
Court, and they continned to mine again. 
They had a catch basin, but it was a mere 
pretense. AH the matter went over the 
dam and into the river, and the people of 
Marysville would know it next day from 
the color of the water in the stream. All 
the principal mines, he believed, were 
closed down, but many were running on 
the sly. Just as soon as the Association’s 
watchmen would retire the mines would 
start up again. Yuba and Sutter counties 
had already paid out $200,000, and at the 
present time Sutter connty was consider­ 
ing a proposition to expend $20,000 in 
strengthening the levees along the Yuba 
river above Marysville. Just as long a9 
mining continued money wonld have to be 
laid out in repairing the levees, for the bed 
of the river was continually filling up, and 
as a natural result the banks would have 
to be raised to hold the volume of water. 
He wauted the five counties to join hands, 
and even the moral effect would be of 
great assistance. 
Mr. Bates, of Sacramento, suggested that 
if the counties did agree to work together, 
the tines which would be collected from 
time to time ought to go into tbe general 
fund out of which the expenses were paid. 
Heretofore the county that prosecuted the 
case got the fine whenever any was col­ 
lected. MAKAGEB OHLEYER TALKS. 
George Ohleyer, of Yuba county, the 
manager of the present Anti-Debris Asso- 
csation, said he agreed with Mr. Bates on 
bis proposition. Yuba connty collected 
fines from Chinese miners who were caught 
and prosecuted; but Mr. Bates’ plan was a 
good one, and there could be no objection 
to it if the counties agreed to join the asso- 
tiation. 
Mr. Ohieyer reviewed the work of the 
present association for the past fifteen years, 
and contended that while lots of money 
was wasted and no benefit was derived by 
its expenditure, yet a great deal of good 
was accomplished. Many worthless spies 
had been employed, but then the men had 
to be tried before the association conld 
judge of their abilities. 
Addressing the Colusa and Yolo Boards 
especially, the speaker said: "The first 
thing for yon to consider is the question : 
’Do yon want to joint such an organization 
or no? and what share of the expense 
will you agree to pay ?’ At present we are 
expending about $6.900 a year for attorneys’ 
fees, and from $6,000 to-$8,000 for watch­ 
men. If all five counties will agree to 
work togetner, 1 can almost assure you that 
the expense of litigation will not be in­ 
creased, and although at first we may need 
a few more watchmen, yet as the work goes 
on and the hydraulickers are prosecuted, 
they will thin out and we at the same 
time can reduce our force of spies. 
The 
most 
necessary 
thing to do 
is to watch the territory and pay 
less attention to lawing. It is no trick to 
get an injunction. The main point is to 
arrest those who violate the law. I know 
now that there is a disposition on the part 
of some white men and Chinese to mine at 
Cottonwood and French Gulch, in Colusa 
county. We can’t wait for the Govern­ 
ment to move, for they are too slow. The 
Government some time or other will have 
to reimburse us for the money we have ex­ 
pended, but we have not lime to wait for 
it to prosecute offenders. 
“The forming of an association by the 
five connties will have the effect which has 
been long desired by the valley people and 
the expense will amount to a mere noth 
ing.” 
Supervisor Tebbets said the proposition 
onght to be readily agreed to by every one 
of the five counties. Yuba and Sutter, with 
a taxable wealth of $17,000,000 were doing 
the work alone, while Sacramento, with an 
assessed valuation of $32,000,000, Yolo with 
$20,000,000, and Colusa with r 23.000,000, 
stood by and did nothiDg, when the matter 
was of as great importance to them as it 
was to the other two connties. The breaks 
in the Yolo and Colusa levees showed this. 
He assured the Yolo Supervisors that Sac­ 
ramento was going to keep building up her 
levees, and they wonld have to do the same 
as long as the river continued to fill np 
with debris. 
Supervisor L. P. Farmer of Sutter county 
said his county had good levees and he 
was Dot afraid of the water, but still Sutter 
was bearing half the expense. He thought 
Yolo county ought to help themselves 
and aid the Association for the moral ef­ 
fect. 
LAST WINTER’S EXPERIENCE. 
Mr. Ohleyer remarked that Yolo and 
Sacramento had quite a lesson last winter 
when the levee broke on the Yolo side 
nearly opposite the city. The break was 
now going to cost the county $20,000, and 
they would have to build a very strong 
levee. Yolo county's tule seemed to invite 
the river through it. 
^ 
Chairman Guthrie of the Yolo Board 
said he believed the river wonld ultimately 
be running throngh the tule. 
Mr. Hnichins insisted that the counties 
were obliged to stop hydraulic mining. 
They represented to Congress that it had 
already ceased, and had to tell a falsehood 
in order to get the appropriation of $60,000 
from the Government to check the flow of 
water throngh the Paine break. If the 
Supervisors of Y'olo were going to let the 
river run through the tule they wonld find 
that their drainage wonld be gone and a 
big levee would be needed around W ood- 
land. Should jnst one freshet come down, 
property in the county would depreciate in 
value nearly 50 per cent. 
Supervisor Greer knew that Sacramento 
county had paid out considerable money 
and gone to a great deal of trouble without 
accomplishing much. Since the connty 
had turned its money over to the Anti­ 
debris Association it had done some good. 
The bills against Sacramento county fur its 
share of the expense were so insignificant- 
as not to amount to a "drop in the bucket,” 
He knew how bard it was to get evidence 
enough to convict the miners, and how 
great a risk it was on the part of the spies. 
The Sacramento Board had had experience 
enough to know that the money they were 
expending was doing some good, and the 
ontlav wonld be less and less every year. 
The navigation of the Sacramento river 


wonld be improved and the dty thereby 
greatly benefited. It was wastine time to 
make" any further argument. The canee 
should be prosecuted by all the counties 
interested 
Mr. Bites of Sacramento said he had 
been a member of the Board six yeais. and 
when the county was looking after the 
law-breakers on its own hook it accom­ 
plished nothiDg. 
‘ We paid two men $10 a day,” said the 
speaker, "and they never got farther than 
to look over the top of a hid and see where 
the pipes were. I got disgusted and wonld 
not pat up another cent in that way. The 
two fellows came back with a bill of $300, 
and right afterwards Supervisor Tebbets 
and I w ed up and for $4 80 apiece saw ten 
times as much as our two hired men.” 
WHAT THE GOVERNMENT WILL DO. 
Supervisor Ross wanted the Supervisors 
to remember that $300,000 had been set 
aside by the Government for dredging the 
river, justas soon as they were convinced 
that hydraulic mining was stopped. 
Mr. Hmchins said he learned that a 
miner said wheD informed that the five 
counties were going to join hands against 
hydraulicking, that the jig was up and they 
might just as well stop ihe mines. 
Supervisor Keman of Colusa bad noth­ 
ing to say more than that Colusa would 
contribute as liberally as she saw fit. 
Colonel Moulton of Colusa addressed the 
conference in a vigorous speech. He re­ 
lated his losses and scored several persons 
for their inactivity and apparent opposi­ 
tion. He and others had been reduced al­ 
most to beggars by hydraulic mining. 
After more argument the desire was ex­ 
pressed that Yolo and Colusa counties 
make some answer as to whether or not 
they were in favor of joining the Associa­ 
tion.The Supervisors of the two connties, af­ 
ter confering together for half an hour, an­ 
nounced their decision. 
Chairman Guthrie, of tbe Yolo Board, 
said that the members had agreed that they 
would not object todciDg something. They 
were not very well acquainted with the 
situation at the present time, and besides 
had to lay out a large sum of money in re­ 
pairing the Paine break. Consequently 
they were not prepared to say to wnat ex­ 
tent they would be would be willing to as­ 
sist, but conld give a definite answer in 
about a month. 
Supervisor O’Hara of Colusa said his col­ 
leagues did not want a representative in the 
Association, or to go into any combination. 
Colusa was willing to paya fair proportion, 
but they wanted to be the judges ss to what 
the contribution should be. They were 
williDg that the Anti-Debris Association 
should spend the money for the general 
good. 
It was estimated that the expense that 
would be incurred by tbe Association each 
year would be $12,000. 
The meetfbg adjourned at 6 o’clock, and 
the Sacramento, Yuba and Sutler county 
delegations hired a fuur-in-hand, and were 
driven to Davisville in time to catch the 8:40 
train for Sacramento. 
A MISERABLE BRUTE. 
Case in W hich tlie W hipping-Poet 
W ouhl Come in Handy. 
Andrew Walker made his reappearance 
in the Police Court yesterday in the role o^ 
a wife-beater, and a miserable spectacle he 
presented. 
His wife, a comely, middle-aged lady, 
with a sad face, took the witness-staDd and 
reluctantly told of the constant abuse in­ 
flicted upon her by her unworthy spouee, 
of how she had to labor to support herself 
and child. 
The particular assault for 
which Walker was on trial occurred on 
Monday. Walker demanded that his wife 
give him money with which to purchase 
liquor, and upon her refusal cruelly struck 
her over the head with a pail, aDd raised 
snch a row that the police had to be sent 
for.Walker had no denials to make, but 
hung his bead and admitted bis guilt.

V ast I n c re a s e in th e Im p o rta tio n s F ro m 
G ei m an y . 
W a sh in g to n, September 3d.—An inter­ 
view with Senator Msnderson furnishes 
particulars concerning the extent to which 
Nebraska hopes to rival t aliforuia in the 
production of beetsngar. Manderaon says: 
“ Nebraska sugar bee's produce about 19 
per cent of saccharine matter, as against 15 
per cent of the German article. Three 
thousand acres are now under cultivation 
for use in the Grand Island Sugar Factory. 
These, in spite of drought, will yield fif­ 
teen tons to the acre. I think that there is 
every prospect that within a few years 
beet-sugar enough will be produced iu the 
U nited States to supply the en'ire demand 
for home consumption." 
Manderson also calls attention to the fact 
that our sugar importations from Germany 
have increased three-fold within the last 
fiscal year. Duriug the year ended June 
3, 1889, we imported 200,000 000 pounds 
from the German Empire. Duriug the last 
fiscal year the importations from the same 
source exceeded 000,000,000 pounds.
